DE WET'S BQLD DASH. 


' BLQBMF.ONTEIN, Thursday, Dec. 
20.—The details of General De Wet's 
escape from the general encircling Brit- 
ish cplumns show that it was" one of 
the boldest, incidents ot tne war. When 
Haasbroek'B command Joined JDe Wet 
December 12th, some fifteen'mile* east 
of Tfaabanchu, General Knox w,aa only 
aboat an hour 'distant and the Boer 
situation appeared desperate. But De 
Wet wat equal t4 the occasion. Dis 
patching Haasbroek westward to make 
a feint at Victoria Nek, General. De 
Wet prepared to break through the 
British column at Sprlnghau Nek pass, 
about four mllw ahead'. At the en- 
trances were two fortified posts, while 
artillery was posted eastward, -watch- 
ing the Boers

Hawaii who did not raven about the 
"plunder" of the Hawaiian by the 
"missionary," declaring that all the 
missionaries are rich, and all the na- 
tives landless, and that in the owner- 
ship of the soil wrested from the abo- 
riginal proprietors lies the 
treasure 


which the missionaries have heaped 
up. ,It is probably useless to try and 
remove the false impression thus cre- 
ated; but it is at least fair to a slan- 
dered community to ask for a bill of 
particulars. 
If Joaquin Miller would 


drop poetical license long enough to 
ascend to facts, and keep sober while 
relating them, we should like to have 
him tell'in plain prose, on the basis 
of information 
collected here,, how 


many missionaries laboring in Hawaii 
left fortunes or even competencies to 
their children; and; how many of those, 
children, -who rematoe& 4n tbe 
profession, ever kept a bank account? 
As for other white men, they have 
mainly prospered here by creating 
values in commerce, agriculture or 
trade. Men took land that was sterile 
because waterless, and paid all that it 
was then worth, or else leased it at 
rentals fixed by the native govern- 
ment. They bored for water and got 
it; they put In the most 
profitable 


crops and raised them; they found a 
market and controlled it.

Certainly not 
the Datives, 


whose chiefs owned tbe land for cen- 
turies and never raised a tree on it;

K3LATJEA HOU WRECKED. 


Wilder's steamer Kilauea Hou is a 


wreck at Hilo. 


She was driven ashore 
during a 


heavy gale on Thursday last, in the 
morning. Every effort was made to 
save the old boat, but she could not 
be moved, and when she was last 
heard of she was full of water and 
sand. 
The Hilo Tribune gives the story of 


the wreck as follows: 


The Kilauea Hou after battling the 


elements for the last quarter of, a cen- 
tury is now a helpless wreck on the 
Wa/lakea beach some three-quarters of 


mile out of town. 
While lying at anchor at her usual 


mooring Thursday morning about 2 a. 
m., the little steamer experienced a 
gale that forced her, in spite of her 
anchors, high and dry. This took but 
a short while, and it \fasv Impossible 
to get her under way before the wheel 
was on the sand. 
The Helene worked all day on her 


but accomplished nothing, the wreck 
having imbedded Itself too deep in the 
sand. 
IL was hoped that the Klnau 


would arrive .in time to help matters 
out, 
but the Kilauea Hou had sprung 


too many seams, and was half full of 
water by noon, and woold have sunk 
as soon as she got out of the sand 
bottom. 


As the -paper goes to press the offi-

Factions of tbs United Chinese So- 


cieties Fight Last Night. " 


War waged in the rooms of the 


United Chinese Societies last night. 
The two factions of the societies which 
meet there on regular occasions—the 
reformers and the Imperialists, or 
those who back the Consul Yang Wei 
Pin—gathered in the rooms and hall- 
ways in scores, and it was evident 
that the imperialists were ready to 
resist all efforts of the reform element 
to vote the money of the societies for 
the Chinese Hospital. 
At the last 


meeting of the societies the consul 
opposed the measure, and was backed 
up by President Yee Ching and the 
non-reformers. 
Last night while W. W. Anana was 


upon the floor urging the passage of 
a motion to place the funds in ques- 
tion at the disposal of the hospital he 
was suddenly attacked, by a non-re- 
former who hails from tne nrovince of 
Lun,g Tu. For a moment there was 
considerable confusion in the hall, but 
the president, Yee Chlng,'made no 
effort to placate the fighting men. Mr. 
Ahana, who is a small man, was not 
a fit opponent for his assailant, who is 
of more powerful build, and the for- 
mer beat a hasty retreat The re- 
formers were about to engage in a 
general affray when Mr. Ahana quit 
the field. After order was restored a 
vote was taken and the measure pass- 
ed. The amount of money in question 
was nearly $2,000. 
This makes the third time Ahana 


has been attacked by Lung Tu Chinese, 
and they are known to be bitterly 
opposed to him and a large number of 
others who are known as reformers 
and have discarded the queue. There 
is a bitter feeling between the two fac- 
tions in the United 
Societies, inas- 


much as the • president is said to be 
a strong Tung Pu man.
